It  was  formerly  obferve*!,  that  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  winds,  in  aflifting  evaporation,

Their,  power  in  drying  up  the  moifture 
in  the  flefd«,  and  oth^  pUces,  feems  to 
corrobonitc  this  opinion..  In  damp  and

air  that  fbmetimes  haop  over  water,  is 
very  difceroibtc  when  we  ftaod  by  the 
iea-fide  in  a  hot  calm  day,  and  is  the 
caiife  of  feme  odd  appear aooes  |  for  the 
lower  part  of  the  air,  which  is  then 
much  impregnated  with  water,  reftadts 
the  rays  of  light  more  flit^ngly  than  at

Will  not  this  obfervation  help  us  to  •  Philo/oftbkalTranJaaions^  Vol.  Ill* 
explain  the  piar.cmenen  obferved  by  f  Franklin  on  BkSricitj, 
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of  the  earth.  Again,  when  two  clouds, 
one  replete  with  cIcAric  fire,  the  other 
ilelUtute  of  it,  come  within  the  fphercof 
each  other’s  attradion,  they  will  rufh  to¬ 
gether,  and  the  eledrical  fluid  being 
diffufed  through  a  larger  fpace,  the  par¬ 
ticles  of  water  will  unite,  and  form 
themfelves  into  drops  of  greater  magni¬ 
tude,  and  a  heavy  (bower  will  be  produ¬ 
ced  :  ftill,  however,  as  the  rain  defeends 
through  an  atmofphere  contaihing  little 
eledric  fire,  it  will  be  continually  com¬ 
municating  it,  and  the  difeharge  being 
greatelt  from  the  circumference  of  the 
cloud,  bccaufe  the  furface  is  there  lar¬ 
ged,  the  drops  will  be  drawn  nearer  and 
nearer  to  each  other,  and,  approaching 
towards  one  common  center,  will  gra¬ 
dually  coalefce  in  their  paflage. 

Dr  Franklin  has  related  a  moft  inge¬ 
nious  experiment,  which  elucidates  the 
formation  of  rain  as  thus  deferibed. 
When  an  elcdrificd  cloud,  without  mix¬ 
ing  with  another  cloud,  or  lofing  part  of 
its  eledric  fire,  becomes  fpecifically  hea¬ 
vier  than  the  atmofphere,  by  cold,  or 
fome  local  change  in  the  denfity  of  the 
air,  it  will  defeend  at  firfi  perhaps  in 
a  milt,  but  will  form,  as  it  approaches 
nearer  to  the  furface  of  the  earth,  and  is 
lefs  replete  with  the  eledric  fluid,  a  light 
ihower  of  rain  Several  other  caufcs 
may  concur  in  producing  the  above 
phocnomcna,  fiich  as  the  different  den¬ 
fity  of  the  air  at  different  heights,  the 
agitation  by  winds,  Ac. ;  and  we  find 
that  rain,  when  undifturbed  by  winds, 
defeends  in  lines  converging  towards  the 
center  of  the  earth,  like  the  radii  of  a 
circle.  This  diredion  towards  the  per¬ 
pendicular,  gives  fome  little  tendency  to 
the  drops  to  coalefce  tr^cther,  and  con¬ 
curs  in  the  general  effed  of  producing  a 
different  quantity  of  rain  at  different 
heights. 

But  to  return  from  this  long  digref- 
fion ; — When  a  brifk  wind  blows,  the 
cvcr-chargcd  portion  of  air  is  driven,  by 
the  agitation  of  the  w'holc  mafs,  in  va¬ 
rious  diredions  ;  part  is  carried  up  to  a 
confiderable  height,  fwims  about,  and, 
by  refrading  the  rays  of  light  in  different 
diredions,  becomes  vifible  to  us,  form- 
tn^  clouds,  which,  foon  lofing  their  equi¬ 
librium,  fall  in  rain.  As  the  Irugth  cf 
the  paflage  in  falling  gives  the  aqueous 
particles  opportunity  to  colled  together,

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large  drops  are  generally  formed.  Hence 
appears  the  reafon  why  fliowers  arc 
ufually  of  fhort  continuance,  fiidden  in 
coming,  feldom  attended  with  mills,  and 
frequently  intermixed  with  gleams  of 
fun-(hinc,  in  windy  weather :  But  at 
fome  winds,  though  boifieroui,  bring 
with  them  at  times  a  quantity  of  over- 
faturated  air,  they  will,  of  courfe,  be  at¬ 
tended  with  mifis  and  drizzling  rain  ;  of 
this  kind  arc  the  fouthcrly  winds  with 
us,  which  blowing  over  a  pretty  Urge 
trad  of  fea,  come  charged  w'ith  moif- 
ture;  on  the  contrary,  the  north  and 
caftcrly  winds  are  generally  dry,  and  at¬ 
tended  with  fair  weather. 

From  an  attentive  confidcration  of 
what  has  been  advanced,  a  confiderable 
light  may,  I  prefume,  be  thrown  upon 
agriculture.  Lands  naturally  moill, 
though  they  may  appear  dry  to  a  fuper- 
ficial  obferver,  are  found  to  encourage 
the  growth  of  particular  plants,  inde¬ 
pendent  of  watering.  The  cultivator 
immediately  gives  it  as  an  infallible  rule, 
that  fuch  plants  need  not  that  affi (lance; 
while  others  eagerly  follow  the  example, 
glad  to  fave  the  trouble  and  cxpcnce, 
and  attempt  to  plant  in  land  naturally 
dry,  while  the  crop,  for  want  of  neceffary 
moifturc,  difappoints  their  exprdation. 
We  (hall  inilance  this  in  the  culture  of 
cabbages.  The  ingenious  and  indrfati- 
pble  Mr  Young,  in  hU  Northern  Tour, 
informs  us,  that  Mr  Scroopc  planted  this 
vegetable  in  the  great  drought  of  1765, 
without  watering,  and  is  pofitive  that  it 
is  a  needlefs  trouble.  He  is  followed  by 
Mr  Crowe  and  Mr  Turner.  The.  mar¬ 
quis  of  Rockingham,  Mr  Ellerker,  and 
Mr  Tucker,  on  the^  contrary,  found  the 
advantage  of  watering  in  dry  feafons.  I 
fliall  not  hefitatc  to  fay,  that  both  tbefe 
opinions,  though  liable  to  miflead  the  ' 
ignorant  farmer,  arc  perbaps  jnftly 
(ounded,  the  difference  proceeding  from 
the  natural  ilrynefs  and  moifitire  of  the 
refpedive  lands.  In  two  inclofuret,  tho’ 
contiguous,  the  one  (Itall  be  found  c«>ni- 
pofed  of  a  very  moifl  and  wet  foil,  the 
other,  to  as  great  an  extreme,  dry  ami 
parched.  Nay,  different  patts  of  the 
fame  field  are  oflen  found  »n  this  re- 
fpe^  to  vary  greatly  in  their  nafiirea, 
nor  is  this  always  indicated  by  external 
appearances;  and  this  (Itould  be  much 
attended  to  by  the  judicious  farmer. 
Without  attending  to  this  fuhje^,  agri- 
culture  wifi  be  for  ever  a  vague  and  up- 
certain  ftiudy.

Mr 
Hume’s  magnanimity  and  hrmnefs  were 
fuch,  that  his  mod  aOedionatc  friends 
knew  that  they  hazarded  nothing  in 
talking  or  writing  to  him  as  a  dying 
man  ;  and  that,  fo  far  from  being  hurt 
by  this  franknefs,  he  was  rather  pleafed 
and  flattered  by  it.  I  happened  to  come 
into  Uis  room  while  he  was  rcailing  this 
Utter,  which  he  had  jud  received,  and 
which  he  immediately  Ihewed  me.  I 
told  him,  that,  though  I  was  fcufikle 
how  very  much  be  was  weakened,  and 
that  appearances  were  in  m^ny  refpedt 
very  bad,  yet  bis  chcarfulners  was  dill  fo 
great,  the  fpirit  of  life  feemed  dill  to  be 
fo  vety  Arong  in  him,  that!  c<mld  not 
help  entertaining  fomc  faint  hopes.

But,  though  Mr  Huntc  always  talked 
of  Ills  approachiiig  difTolution  with  great 
rhearfuloefs,  he  never  art'e^ted  to  make 
^ny  parade  of  his  magnanimity.  He  ne- 
T',  r  mentioned  the  fubjeCt  but  when  con- 
Trrfaiion  naturally  led  to  it  ;  and  never 
I'welt  loug»T  upon  it  than  the  courfe  of 
the  tor*vrrfalion  happened  to  require'. 
It  w’as  a  hibject,  indeed,  which  occurred 
pretty  fiequeaily,  in  confcqiicni'e  of  the 
r.qniries  v>  hich  Ihh  friends,  who  came  to 
icc  him,  r.aturaily  made  concerning  the 
Hate  oi  h  »  hralih.  The  converfation 
which  I  mentioned  above,  and  which 
pad'ed  on  the  8th  of  Auguft,  was  the  latt 
except  one  that  I  ever  had  with  him. 
He  had  now  become  fo  very  weak,  that 
the  company  of  his  nroft  intimate  friends 
fatigued  him  ;  for  his  chearfulncfs  was 
f  iH  fo  great,  his  complaifance  and  focial 
d.ifpofition  was  ftill  fo  intire,  that,  when 
any  friend  w'as  with  him,  he  could  not 
help  taiking  more,  and  with  greater  ex¬ 
ertion,  than  failed  the  wcaknefs  of  his 
kMly.  At  his  own  dtfire,  therefore,  1 
agreed  to  leave  Ediirbiirgh,  where  1  was 
flaying  partly  upon  his  account,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  my  mother’s  houfc  here  at 
Kirkcaldy,  upon  condition  that  he  would 
lend  for  me  whenever  he  wifl>ed  to  fee 
me  ;  the  phyfician  who  faw  him  mod 
frequently.  Dr  Black,  undertaking  in  the 
aican  lime,  to  write  me  occafionally  an 
account  of  the  ftate  of  his  health. 

On  the  Jid  of  Auguft  the  do<ftor 
wrote  nu*  the  following  letter  : 

SINCE  my  laft,  Mr  Hume  has  paf- 
fcd  his  lime  pretty  eafdy,  but  is  much 
weaker.  He  fils  up,  goes  down  ftairs 
once  a  day,  and  amufes  himfelf  with 
readinir,  but  (eldom  fees  any  body.  He 
imls  that  even  the  converfation  of  his 
moft  intima^  frientls  fatigues  and  op- 
preOes  him  ;  and  it  is  happy  that  he 
does  not  need  it,  for  he  is  quite  free 
from  anxiety,  impatience,  or  low'  fpirits, 
ami  pall'cs  his  time  very  well  with  the 
arfiftance  of  ainufing  Ux^ks/* 

I  received  the  day  after  a  letter  from 
Mr  Hume  himfelf,  of  which  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  an  extra^ft.

“  I  go  very  fall  to  decline,  and  laft 
night  had  a  fmall  fever,  which  I  hoped 
might  put  a  quicker  period  to  this  tedi¬ 
ous  illnefs ;  but  unlncktly  it  has  in  a 
great  meafurc  gone  off.  I  cannot  fub- 
mit  to  your  coming  over  here  on  my  ac¬ 
count,  as  it  is  pofTiblc  for  me  to  fee  yoa 
fo  fmall  a  part  of  the  day  ;  but  Dr  Black 
can  better  inform  you  coiicerniRg  the 
degree  of  ftrength  which  may  from  time 
to  time  remain  with  me.  Adieu,  &c.**' 

Three  days  after  I  received  the  follow¬ 
ing  letter  from  Dr  Black. 

Edinburgh^  Monday ^  Aug,  %6. 

**  Dear  Sir, 

“  Yestbeday,  about  foor  o’clock 
afternoon,  Mr  Hume  expired.  The 
near  approach  of  his  death  became  evi¬ 
dent  in  the  night  between  Thurfday  and 
Friday,  when  his  difeafe  became  excef- 
five,  and  foon  weakened  hbn  fo  much, 
that  he  could  no  longer  rife  out  of  his 
bed.  He  continued  to  the  laft  perfcAly 
fenfiblc,  and  free  from  much  pain  or  feel¬ 
ings  of  diftrefs.  He  never  dropped  the 
fmallcft  expreffion  of  impatience ;  but, 
when  he  had  occafion  to  fpeak  to  the 
people  about  him,  always  did  it  with 
affcAion  and  tendernefs.  I  thought  it 
improper  to  write  to  bring  you  over, 
efpccially  as  I  heard  that  he  had  dila¬ 
ted  a  letter  to  you,  defiring  you  not  to 
come.  When  he  became  very  weak,  it 
coft  him  an  effort  to  fpeak,  and  he  died 
in  fuch  a  happy  compofure  of  mind,  that 
nothing  could  exceed  it.” 

,  Thus  died  onr  moft  excellent  and  ne¬ 
ver-to-be-forgotten  friend  ;  concerning 
whofe  philofophical  opinions  men  will, 
no  doubt,  judge  varioufly,  every  one  ap¬ 
proving  or  condemning  them,  according 
a«  they  happen  to  coincide  or  difagrec 
with  his  own  ;  but  concerning  whofe 
charaelcr  and  condinft  there  can  fcarcc 
he  a  difference  of  opinion.  His  temper, 
indeed,  feemed  to  be  more  happily  ba¬ 
lanced  (if  I  may  be  allowed  fuch  an  ex- 
preflioii)  than  that  perhaps  of  any  other 
man  I  have  ever  known.  Even  in  the 
loweft  ftate  of  his  fortune,  his  great  and 
neceflary  frugality  never  hindered  him 
from  exercifing  upon  proper  occafions# 
a(fti  both  of  charity  and  generofity.  It 
was  a  frugality  founded,  not  upon  ava¬ 
rice,  but  upon  the  love  of  independence* 
The  extreme  gentlenefs  of  his  nature 
never  ivcakened  either  the  firmnefs  rtf 
his  mind,  or  the  fteadinefs  of  his  rcfohi; 
tioris.  His  c!nnfttnt  plcafantry  was  Ibc 
genuine  clftilicn  of  good- nature  and 
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|aod‘hiimourt  tempered  with,  delicacy 
and  inudeity,  and  without  even  the 
(lighteil  tindiire  of  malignity,  fo  fre¬ 
quently  the  difagreeable  fource  of  what 
is  called  wit  in  other  men.  It  never 
was  the  meaning  of  his  raillery  to  mor¬ 
tify  ;  and  therefore,  far  from  ofi'ending, 
it  feldiun  failed  to  pleafe  and  delight 
f  Ycnj  tbofe  who  w’cre  the  objects  of  it. 
To  his  friends,  who  were  frequently  the 
objeds  of  it,  there  was  not,  perhaps, 
any  one  of  all  his  great  and  amiable 
qualities  which  contributed  more  to  en¬ 
dear  his  converfation ;  and  that  gaiety 
of  temper,  fo  agreeable  in  fociety,  but 
which  is  fo  often  accompanied  with  fri¬ 
volous  and  fuperheial  qualities,  was  in 
him  certainly  atteuded  with  tbe'moft  fc- 
vere  application,  the  moft  extenfivc 
learning,  the  greatclt  depth  of  thought, 
and  a  capacity  in  every  refpe^  the  moft 
comprchcnfivc.  Upon  the  whole,  I  have 
always  confidercd  him,  both  in  his  life¬ 
time  and  fince  his  death,  as  approaching 
as  nearly  to  the  idea  of  a  pcrfeftly  wife 
and  virtuous  man,  as  perhaps  the  nature 
«f  human  frailty  will  permit.

Memoirs  of  the  late  Hugh  Kelly, 

AS  an  impartial  biographer,  I  fliall 
not  fupprefs  any  circumftances  of 
Mr  Kelly’s  life  which  have  come  to  my 
knowledge.  He  never  attempted  to 
conceal  any  part  of  his  hiftory,  and  with 
coiifcious  merit  foared  above  the  little 
prejudices  of  a  mean  parentage,  or  a 
confined  education.  The  latter  circum- 
ftance  docs  him  the  greater  honour,  as, 
by  his  own  genius,  application  and  abi¬ 
lities,  he  attained  a  reputation  in  the  li* 
terary  world  that  would  have  done  bo- . 
nour  to  any  of  the  learned  feminaries. 

After  this  prelude,  we  (hall  nut  heft- 
late  to  acknowledge  that  Mr  Kelly  was 
the  fon  of  a  publican  in  Dublin,  who 
gave  him  an  education  fuited  to  his 
rank ;  and,  when  he  i:pproached  to¬ 
wards  maturity,  apprenticed  him  to  a 
ftay-maker  in  that  city.  This  vocation 
was  no  way  fulled  to  Hugh’s  genius :  he 
abfeonded,  and  went  to  Tea.  Upon  his 
return  from  a  ftiort  voyage,  he  was  land¬ 
ed  at  one  of  the  Engiilh  ports,  and  tra¬ 
velled  up  to  London  on  foot.  On  hit 
arrival  there,'  all  his  polTcilians  conliAed 


of  a  jacket  and  trowfers,  a  fttpmuimcta* 
ry  checked  (hirt,  and  about  a  (liilling  i« 
his  pocket. 

In  this  condition  he  had  no  other  re- 
fource  than  to  endeavour  getting  em¬ 
ployment  in  his  original  profcfiion,  that 
of  a  ftay-maker.  He  accordingly  ixrpair- 
ed  to  a  houfe  of  call  near  Bedtord-bury« 
and  was  engaged  for  a  week  by  a  maftcr 
of  the  trade.  Six  whole  days  did  pour 
Hugh  lit  crofs-leggcd  upon  the  board 
for  right  (liiliings ;  and,  at  the  expiration 
of  this  time,  he  had  the  mortiheation  to 
be  iuformed  that  he  was  ignorant  of  hit 
trade. 

However,  hunger  and  fatigue  induced 
him  to  think  of  a  fubftantial  fupper  after 
falling  fo  long  ;  and  he  repaired  to  the 
Black  Lion  (a  well-known  eatiiig-houie 
in  RulTcl-ftreet,  Covent- garden),  where 
he  ordered  a  large  beef-ftcak,  and  a  poi 
of  porter.  Whilll  he  was  enjoying  the 
dainties  of  Englilli  beef  (a  dilh  witk 
which  he  had  been  intirely  unacquaint¬ 
ed),  he  met  with  an  old  acquaintance  he 
had  known  in  Ireland,  who  promifed  to 
introduce  him  to  his  mafter,  who  wa^  a 
hard-quill-driving  attorney  near  Chan¬ 
cery-lane. 

He  was  employed,  and  for  fomc  time 
ftuck  to  the  defk  as  cluiely  as  before  hr 
had  ftuck  to  the  board.  Here  he  made 
a  much  better  hgure  than  he  had  done 
in  Bedford-bury ;  and,  as  he  wrote  a  neat 
expeditious  hand,  his  mailer  confidcrc J 
him  as  an  acquifitiun  to  the  fyllem  of 
vellum  and  parchment  ;  but,  aUs  !

It  evident,  that  Britain  never  pained 
much  l>y  her  attempts  to  extend  her  do-‘ 
niinions  by  arms  ;  for  though  the  con- 
qiicil^of  i'Aiward  III.  and  Henry  V.  in 
l  i.iiicc,  will  be  for  ever  memorable,  yet 
r-igland  loft  much  more  than  it  gained 
by  them  ;  becanfe,  though  t’ne  feudal 
1)  Item,  which  then  prevailed,  put  it  in 
t  e  power  of  the  monarch  to  l  aifc  nume¬ 
rous  armies  from  time  to  tin^e,  yet  it 
was  impoftible  that  thefc  flioulU  not  ex¬ 
it  tuft  A  nation  deftilutc  of  the  main 
ftmrccs  of  men  and  money,  I  mean  ajrvi- 
c’jltiirc  and  commerce  ;  and,  fince  the 
Ucvolntion,  the  conllitution  partaking 
more  of  the  popular  form,  Britain  is, 
perhaps,  thereby  rendered  lefs  fit  for  ex¬ 
pending  her  dominions  that  way  than 
before. 

I  Come  rf'w  to  the  ferrmd  thing  pro- 
pofed,  namely,  to  confidcr  whether  the 
extcnlum  of  our  dominions  by  planta- 
t  o'is,  particidarly  thofe  of  America  and 
the  Weft- Irdics,  any  way  clalh  with  the 
improveinent  of  our  manif.nftures  and 
inti rnal .  ccrr.mercc.

ever  there  is  a  demand  for  commodities, 
or,  as  he  terms  it,  wlicrc-cver  tlicrc  it 
labour,  there. will  not  be  wanting  handt 
to  clfect  it  ;  corrfcquently,  as  the  .im¬ 
provement  of  mir  manufadures  and 
commerce,  in  the  light  I  have  conlidercd 
them,  fo  much  depends  upon  the  extent 
of  our  dominions  by  colonization,  I  fee 
no  reafon  for  ftating  them  as  ctvntrary  to 
one  another;  and  indeedit  fee  ins  to  be 
too  jiiftly  the  general  apprehenfion  at 
prefent,  that  if  the  colonies  be  loft  to 
Great  Britain,  her  inanufadturcs  and* 
commerce  w  ill  feel  the  lofs  in  .their  moll 
important  departments.  After  all.  Sir, 
if  it  be  neceifary  to  confider  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  extent  of  dominions,  in  contra- 
diftinction  to  tbofe  (if  manufactures  and 
C(vinmerce,  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that 
the  prcfcrcocc  is  due  to  the  latter.  S*

Henry  was  of  a  comcly  flature,' 
about  five  feet  eight  inches,  of  a 
ftraight,  well  made  b(idy,  w'ith  fhoul- 
ders  fomewhat  broad,  aud  a  fmall  waift, 
of  an  amiable  and  majeftic  countenance  t 
His  hair  was  of  an  auburn  colour :  he 
w'as  long- faced,  and  h.id  a  broad  fore¬ 
head,  a  piercing  eye,  a  mod*  grackmt 
look,  with  a  moil  terrible  frown. 

He  was  courteous,  loving,  and  alfabic  ; 
naturally  itimleft,  and  even  fliame-faccd  ; 
mult  patient,  and  flow  to  anger*-  He

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was  merciful  to  offenders,  after  a  little 
puiiilhmcnt  to  make  them  feiifiblc  of 
thcfir  faults.  His  fenti meets  of  piety 
were  flrong  and  habitual  4  and  his  aver- 
hon  to  Iwearing  is  evident  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  anecdote. 

His  highnefs  being  once  hunting  the 
ftag,  it  happened  that  the  flag,  being 
fpent,  crofled  the  road  where  a  butcher 
and  his  dog  were  travelling.  The  dog 
having  killed  the  ftag,  which  was  fo 
large  that  the  butcher  coufd  not  carry  it 
away,  when  the  huntfmen  andconipany 
came  up,  they  cKprelTed  great  rclcnt- 
ujciit,  and  endeavoured  to  incenfc  the 
prince  againft  the  butcher:  But  tlic 
prince  anfwered  coolly — “  If  the  but- 
chci*s  dog  killed  the  ftag,  how  could  the 
butcher  help  it  r* — They  replieil,  “  that, 
if  his  father  had  bec<i  fo  ferved,  he  would 
have  fworn  intolerably.** — “  Away  !** 
anfwered  the  priuoe,  “  all  the  pleafiiic 
in  the  worhl  is  not  worth  an  oath.** 

His  courage  and  intrepidity  Ihewed 
thcmfelvcs  from  his  earltcft  .years.  Be¬ 
ing  aiked,  when  very  young,  what  in- 
ftrnment  of  mufic  he  liked  beft  ?  *He  an¬ 
fwered,  a  trumpet  ;**  in  ilic  found  of 
which,  and  of  drums,  and  of  fmall  aufl 
great  pieces  of  rndnance,  ftiot  oft'  near 
him,  he  took  great  delight  He  w'as 
fcarcc  feven  years  of  age,  when  a  boy  of 
good  courage.^and  alrnoft  .1  year  older, 
falling  by  accident  to  blows  with  him, 
and  exerting  his  whole  ftrength,  his 
highnefs  not  only  had  the  fuperioiity  in 
the  conteft  when  they  were  parted,  but 
loved  his  amagomft  evcr*Tiftcr  for  his 
fpint.  WHiilc  lie  was  a  child,  he  wept 
much  lefs  than  moft  others  of  hit  age. 
Having  once  hurt  both  his  hands  with  a 
fall,  fo  that  they  bird,  though  the  feve- 
rity  of  the  pain  extorted  fome  tears,  yet 
he  rofe  up  v^ith  a  fmile,  and  dillembled 
wbat  he  fuffered. — On  another  lime  be 
was  fo  wounded, 'that  the  flelh  fearer 
healed  in  a  month  afterwards;  yet  bttng 
then  afked,  whether  any  thing  ailed  him  r 
He  anfwered,  “‘Nothing,**  and  coot  nu- 
cd  to  piay  AS  ufual.  Looking,  at  another 
time,  upon  fome  who  wcre°  hunting  a 
deer,  and  being  afked  whether  he  liked 
that  fport?  He  anfwered,  “  Yet;  but  I 
love  another  kUtd  of  hunting  bcttiT.** 
Being  aiked  again  what  hunting  that 
was  r  he  replied,  **  Hunting  of  thieves 
and  rebels  with  brave  iheo  and  horfet.**

Then  turning  to  one  of  hit  de- 

feended  from  Highland  parents,  who

thief,  highelt  of  all.** — He  was  hardly 
ten  years  of  age,  when,  being  delirout 
to  mount  a  horfe  of  prudigioHs  mettle, 
and  refufed  the  aftifUucc  of  hit'atU'ii- 
dants,  who  thought  it  too  haEardoiis  an 
attempt,  he  got  up  himfelf  from  the  fide 
ot  a  honk,  and  fpiirred  the  animal  to  a 
full  gallop,  in  fpitc  of  the  rcmonftrancet 
of  tiiofe  who  flood  by  ;  and  at  laft,  ha¬ 
ving  thoi'oughly  cxrrcifed  the  horfe,  lie 
brtiught  him  in  a  gentle  pace  hack,  and 
difinouiitiug,  faid  t>>  them,  “  How  h>i^g 
(hall  i  conttuue  to  be  a  ctriid  in  your

In  qtiickncfs  of  apprelicniion  and  me¬ 
mory,  few  of  tlie  lame  age  ever  went 
beyond  him,  and  fewer  ftill  in  a  right 
judgment  of  what  he  was  taught.

1  could 
hive  fiith-ted  tl  is  indignity  with  modc- 
r.irion,  had  my  ofi'spring  tieen  ddigned 
to  tiv.ir  forwards  the  Kulinantc  ot  fiimc 
V.dot I’dinii ian,  who  rode  to  aCiptirc  a 
new  finch  of  he  ilf  h  ;  but  v  wr.s  taken,  it 
frcms,  to  alt<n,l  him  to  to 

be  drl'ifcd  amoegfi  fti  -rpei.s  ^nd  ganuf- 
tii  ,  to  Inar  tfie  irrportr.nt  p-.itit — of  h* 
to  one  ikcideii  bt  lvi-ren  my  kird  and  his 
groom;  and  h.ive  its  morals  corrupted 
viih  empiiitical  oath.s.

V  irhcn.  I  ran  crngratulatioR  myffifi  *1^ 
i  t-.ivellwi  -ilong,  on  the  rcrufe  td  tatC, 
w'l'ich,  thoiurh  it  bad  banifticrl  me 
ir.y  nat.vc  fot!,  had  freed  Tiie  horn’ the 
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pcrfocutions  of  a  tyrant,  and  prefrnled 
nw,  at  Icaft,  with  the  profpecf  of  a  better 
f'luiaiion  ;  but  how  Ihort- lighted  are 
nn^rlals  !  To  my  utter  alloniOiment  and 
\tx.4tion,  I  was  condiidted  to  the  man- 
lion  ai>ove  deferibed,  and  am  now  in  the 
!  poll'ctiion  of  my  tormentor.  I  was  foon 
placed  in  a  row  with  a  veteran  in  the  fer- 
>  ice,  who  exprell'ed  his  furprifc  at  a  re- 
\  emit  to  their  corps,  as  they  had  Ireen  in 
i  I’Jfufe  fincc  the  death  of  Jobn  Mac  Pat’- 
I  trid^ey  Efq;  who  frequently  fent  them  on 
I  ineilages  to  the  poor.  “  Hut  (continued 
he)  there  have  been  ftrangc  revolutions 
in  this  family  lince  his  didolution.  My 
prefent  mailer  is  a  very  diffe  rent  peribn  ; 
pet  haps  his  place  at  court  taught  him  all 
ihnfe  mean  arts  which  he  has  fince  fo 
frequently  pradifed  in  this  neighbour- 
IkxmI  :  to  liis  inferiors  he  is  haughty  and 
imperious,  and  expe^fts  from  them  the 
litinc  liomagc  and  adulation  which  ac* 
t  nates  his  own  uiHuauly  foul  towards  his 
fuperiors.  The  fir  ft  proof  he  gave  of  his 
virtue,  was  in  attrading  the  attention  of 
an  innocent  country  giil,  and  by  flattery 
an<l  lalfe  promifes  he  became  her  fedu- 
cer.  Tiretl  of  this  way  of  life,  he  fought 
in  the  marriage  ftate  that  happinefs 
which  temporary  connc4JHon8  had  failed 
to  yield  to  his  rriftaken  purfuith,  and  en- 
nohicd  his  family,  by  joining  in  that  ftate 
with  tlie  natural  slaughter  of  a  woman 
in  tl.e  diltinguilhed  department  of  a 
honulrefs.  lie  thought  too  much  learn¬ 
ing  as  dangerous  as  the  poet  thought  too* 
little;  and  as  an  in  fiance  of  his  regard 
fern  it,  fent  for  his  booklelltr,  and  onlcr- 
ed  him  to  clear  his  library  of  the  greateft 
part  of  the  rubbilh  which  his  gornl  an- 
ceftors  had  taken  fiich  pains  to  accumu¬ 
late.  To  fltew  his  courage  and  gcDcro- 
lity,  he  was  particularly  t  nacious  of  hit 
game;  as  it  was  an' invariable  maxim 
with  him  to  fupport,  with  tl»c  iitmoft  ri¬ 
gour,  the  laws  of  the  'xnftitution— when 
they  alTejJlcd  his  own  property.  To  give 
you  a  Unking  example  of  what  I  alFert ; 
irretmg  an  infirm  oh!  man  with  a  gnn 
4ii.>on  his  fl'ouldcrs  on  his  grounds,  he 
demanded,  in  the  moll  peremptory  man¬ 
ner,  who  he  waf,  and  what  bufinefs  he 
bad  then:  ?  To  which  the  other,  as  a  man 
w  ho  had  feen  th-  ^^6rld,  and  (pent  many 
%rars  in  The  ferticc  of  his  country,  with 
the  ufi.al  rt  watdt— -fears  and  a  half* pay 
penfion  from  government,  replied,  **  He 
wa  •  a  pt  rfou  wbofe  age  af»J  misfortunes 
lud  lett  him  no  other  ireans  of  relaxa¬ 
tion,  and  hoped  the  little  harm  bis  to- 
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fccblcd  arm  could  do,  would  be  fuflicient 
to  reftrain  any  gentleman,  whofc  manor 
he  made  frec.with,  from  taking  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  his  want  of  right.*'  This 
fpeech  would  have  influenced  any  peribn 
but  SirFrcdcrickin  hisfavour;  but  he  wai 
ever  ready  to  triumph  over  Virtue  in 
diftrefs,  and  could  not  overlook  this  op* 
portunity.  The  lieutenant's  incap.vity 
to  refent  an  infult  was.with  him  a  fti iking 
inducement,  as  he  could  not  even  wrild 
a  horfe-whip  in  his  defence  ;  the  galling 
fmart  of  which  the  Haronct  had  mote 
than  once  experienced  from  his  own  frr- 
rants.  Strengthened  wiihthefe  unman¬ 
ly  rcfle^flions,  he  perfccutcd  the  Ibldier, 
and  made  him  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
pounds,  which  was  the  half  of  hisycatly 
income.  Now,  brother  Trencher,  does 
not  my  mailer's  characfler  rife  in  your 
eftcem,  on  this  invrftigation  of  his  con¬ 
duct  The  whole  Ihelf,  with  a  forrow- 
fill  groan,  awaited  my  reply,  which  was 
as  follows :  “  No  ftation,  however  exal¬ 
ted,  can  confer  honour  on  the  polfelTor, 
if  his  own  beneficence  and  virtue  does 
not  contribute  to  ennoble  it.  What  X 
melancholy  refledion  •  that  this  branch 
Ihould  have  fo  wantonly  dithonouied  the 
ftcck  from  whence  it  fprung  ;  tliat  for  fo 
many  years  it  has  borne  neither  fruit  nor 
blolTom,  but  projeded  a  baheful  ftiadc 
around  it,  where  the  fun-beams  never 
enter  to  chcar  the  cirth  ;  that  fortune 
and  lilies  Ihould  he  fo  undcfi;rvr<liy  be¬ 
llowed  !  I'hc  firft  it  the  acquifition  of 
every  fool,  but  the  latter  Ihoiibl  be  only 
the  reward  of  honourable  adions;  in  de- 
t'lult  »if  which,  as  the  order  exprelTrsi 
Their  arms  fliotild  be  rcvrrfed,  their 
fwords  broke,  and  their  fpurs  hacked  oft*, 
by  the  maftcr-cook  of  the  king's  kit¬ 
chen."  Hut  as  fuch  a  punilhment  is  nei¬ 
ther  in  your  nor  my  power  to  inflid,  we 
can  only  leave  them,  Mr  Editor,  to  the 
flings  or  their  own  ronfciences,  and  with 
your  pcimJllioii,  prelent  them  with  tbit 
.additional  pidure  of  their  vices,  to  thofr 
already  held  up  in  your  faithful  Mirror, 
and  iiiftrudivc  Magazine.

Looking  over  fome  old  Magazines,  I 
happened  to  meet  an  eli'ay,  intitled  A 
ili/l'iry  of  CoUf  ZL'iib  fever al  eu» 
ftoMj  Experimerits,  The  author,  after 
treating  pretty  lully  on  the  nature  and 
erteCts  of  coUl,  froft,  #cc.  proceeds  to  fe- 
veral  methods  of  cooling  fluids  artificial¬ 
ly  ;  among  others  that  of  falls  mixed 
with  water  and  fp>iiit  of  nitie,  &c. — He 
adds,,  “  But  of  late  there  has  been  a 
‘  m<*re  eHectnal  method  of  congealing 

*  fluitU  than  any  yet  mentioned.  It  has 

*  been  dilcovered  that  fluids,  (landing 
‘  in  a  current  of  air,  grow  by  this  means 
‘  much  colder  than  before.  It  has  been 

*  dilcovered  alfo,  that  all  fubtlaiiccs 
‘  grow  colder  by  the  fijiids  they  contain, 

*  or  arc  mixed  with,  being  evaporated. 

*  If  both  thefc  methods  are  pra<ttifed 

*  upon  the  fame  body  at  the  fame  time, 

*  they  will  iiK'rcafc  the  cold  to  alnrjott 
‘  any  degree  of  inteTfenefs  we  defire.’' — 
Thus  far  the  author  proceeds,  and  no 
farther  ;  and  by  that  means  leaves  me 
ftill  in  uncertainty  by  what  me!li(Kl  I  am 
IO  evaporate  fluid;,  fo  as  to  cool  them. 
r>y  letting  them  llaiul  in  a  current  of  air, 
a.id  at  the  fame  time  to  eva|>orate  them, 
is  wh.it  I  am  at  a  lol's  to  underfland. 
No  doubt  tliry  wHl  evaporate  in  that 
btiution;  but  then  all  oth^r  fluids  ex- 
i>oIetl  to  the  air  will  evaporate  in  like 
quantity,  and  of  courl'c  1  gain  nothing 
with  regard  to  cold  by  means  of  e\aj>o- 
jatiou,  more  than  every  pond  or  lake 
in  the  open  fields  does.

and  my  application  for  redrefs,'  having 
been  greatly  mi freprefented  both  in  and 
out  of  parliament,  I  fubniit  the  follow¬ 
ing  lUtc  of  fads  to  the  public,  w.ho  may 
then  judge  (or  tliemfelves  how  far  any 
of  thcT  fervants  have  been  culpable  ; 
and  whether,  in  my  appeal  to  parlia¬ 
ment,  1  have  been  guilty  of  that  indecent 
hurry  of  which  1  a  nil  accufed. 

Lord  Halifax,  when  feerctary  of  (late, 
in  a  letter  to  the  governor  of  Jamaica, 
dated  Dec.  6.  1763,  fays,  “  The  Muf- 
quito  fhorc  is  a  Britilh  fettlcmcnt,  aid 
as  fuch  is  to  be  maiutained  and  encou¬ 
raged.*’ 

Lord  Dartmcuith  fent  inftrudions  to 
the  governor  in  Jamaica,  in  Auguft  1775, 
for  edablilliing  a  legifl.ilivc  council  on' 
the  Mufquito  Ihore,  to  be  ebofen  by  the 
inhabitants. 

Dr  Irving  and  myfelf,  induced  by  th« 
above  arrangen^ent,  failed  from  Gravef- 
end  on  the  j  of  November  1775, 
with  a  defign  fettling  on  the  Muf- 
quilo  Ihorc,  not  entertaining  the  molt 
diftant  fufpicion  tiiai  our  property  would 
not  be  equally  proteded  there  as  in  any 
other  part  of  the  Britilh  dominions. 

On  the  3cth  of  April  laft,  the  Morning 
Star  was  lying  at  anchor,  under  Britilh 
colours,  in  the  road  of  Bl^ck- river,  the 
principal  fettlcment  on  the  Mufquito 
Ihorc,  and  in  fight  of  the  king’s  houfe, 
and  was  there  forcibly  feized  by  two 
armed  fioops  under  Dutch  colours  :  At 
the  fame  time  one  of  their  boats  chaced 
the  Nancy,  a  fm  ill  Hoop  belonging  to'- 
Black-river.  John  Coffil,  miflerof  the* 
the  NancT#  and  Richard  Biirrcl,  who 
w’as  a  pafleiiger  in  her,  dioth  depofed 
that  the  boat  was  at  one  lime  fo  near  at 
to  hook  the  Nancy’s  quarter- rail,  and 
that  the  crew  were  Spaniards.  Every 
mm,  who  has  ever  Icen  a  Spaniard,  muft 
know  that  they  could  not  be  millaken. ' 

Th^  inhabitants  of  Black-river,  cun- 
Icious  that  the  Morning  Star  had  never 
been  employnl  in  any  illicit  trwidc,  were 
greatly  alarmed.  They  confidered  the 
capUire  as  a  dired  attack  on  the  colony, 
and  applied  to  the  fuperintendant  to  af- 
lemble  the  legiflativc  council.  That 
council;  which  (I  am  told)  lord  North  af- 
fured  the  houfe  of  commons  never  txift* 
ed,  met,  advifed  the  fuperintendant  to 
fend  an  exprefs  to  Jamaica,  with  an  ac¬ 
count  of  this  daring  and  unpieccdrnted 
outrage,  nvjJ  laid  a  tax  on  the  colony  tor 
defraying  the  expencc. 

'J‘uc  dcpafuioiii  of  /Oho  CoffiUl^tchaiU 
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P'.irrtl,  an.i  fomc  other  perfons,  who 
lavv  the  tranfa<ftion^  were  lent  to  the  go- 
\vM  nor  of  Jamakra  (the  colony  being  at 
j)rt!lnt  an  appendage  to  that  govern- 
ment  );  but  both  the  governor  and  aai- 
iMiral,  for  reafons  belt  known  to  them- 
feives,  were  of  opinion  that  the  Morning 
Si.ir  was  taken  by  North  American  pri¬ 
vateers  ;  and  no  l\ep  was  taken  to  re¬ 
el  lim  the  velFel  and  fcamen  until  Dr  Ir¬ 
ving  arrived  in  Jamaica  on  the  19th  of 
September,  and  fortunately  met  with 
I  redcrick  Sund,  one  of  the  feanien  taken 
in  the  Morning  Stariand  who  had  efcaped 
frtmi  Cartkagena.  This  man  made  oath 
to  all  the  -particulars  of  the  capture  be¬ 
fore  Thomas  French,  cudos  and  chief 
judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleat  of 
Kiugdon  in  Jamaica. 

I'hc  governor,  unable  to  re&ft  fuch 
pofuivc  proof,  applied  to  admiral  Gay- 
ton,  who,  after  a  delay  of  afiothnr 
month,  fent  a  frigate  to  Carfhagena,  but 
pofuively  refilled  to  permit  Dr  Irving  to 
go  in  the  frigate  to  alfift  the  captain  in 
his  application  for  redrefs. 

The  Spanilh  governor,  contrary,  in  all 
probability,  to  the  wiftics  of  Sir  Bafil 
Keith  and  admiral  Gayton,  acknowledg¬ 
ed  the  capture ;  but  foid  he  had  no 
power  or  authority  to  order  reflitntion. 

Having  taken  the  carlieft  opportunity 
of  returning  to  England,  1  got  to  Lon¬ 
don  Sept.  24«  and  next  day  prefented  a  . 
memorial  to  lord  George  Germaine, 
with  an  attefted  eflimate  of.thc  a^ual 
lofs  » immediately  fudained,  amounting 
to  2659 1.  12  6.  10  d.  befidcs  the  total 
ruin  of  our  projcift.  His  lordfhip  ac¬ 
quainted  me  with  the  opinion  of  Sir  Ba- 
fil  Keith,  that  the  Morning  Star  was  ta¬ 
ken  by  North  American  privateers.  1 
Ihewed  him  the  affidavits  of  John  Coffil 
and  Richard  Burrel ;  but  hit  lordlhip 
chofe  to  give  more  credit  to  the  vague 
fufpMcion  of  the  governor  j>f  Jamaica, 
than  to  my  pofitivc  ad'urancrs,  as  a  fpec- 
tator  of  the  Iran  faction,  fupporlctl  by 
the  cleared  evidence  the  nature  of  the 
the  cafe  would  adroit,  or  which  there 
was  at  that  lime  any  probability  of  evtr 
obtaining.  llii  Kurdfliip  feemed  ex¬ 
tremely  defirous  of  n»*t  making  any  im¬ 
mediate  application  to  the  court  of 
Spain  ;  and,  in  deference  to  the  critical 
lituation  ot  this  country  at  that  time  (for 
the  accounts  of  our  fucoedVv  in  America 
were  out  Hum  arrircdVl  did  not  then 
prefs  the  matter  farther. 

1  received  Frederick  Suad’t  .affidavit 


on  the  17th  of  December,  and  wrot^ 
immediately  to  lord  George  Germaine, 
iuclufing  a  copy  of  it.  1  law  his  lord¬ 
fhip  on  the  19th,  when  he  feemed  ftill 
delirous  of  making  further  delays  {  hut| 
being  preffed  by  me  for  redrefs,  rcItTreii 
me  to  lord  Weymouth,  to  whofc  depart¬ 
ment  he  told  me  it  Monged  to  make 
application  to  the  court  of  Spain. 

1  faw  lord  Weymouth  by  appointment 
frx.m  after,  who  told  me  that  the  lirlV 
knowledge  he  had  of  the  affair  was  by  a 
.  copy  of  Dr  Irving's  petition  to  the  go¬ 
vernor  of  Jamaica,  and  of  Frederick 
Sund's  affidavit,  tranfinitted  to  him 
from  the  adnuralty  j  that  he  had  imme¬ 
diately  fent  them  to  lord  Grantham  ; 
fliat  the  papers  which  I  had  put  into  hit 
hands  ffiould  be  fent  that  evening  ;  and 
that,  as  foon  as  any  aiifwer  arrived  from 
the  court  of  Spain,  it  fliould  be  commu¬ 
nicated  to  me.  This  laft  part  of  hia 
lordfhip’s  promife.  has  never  been  per- 
fiormed  ;  but  1  willingly  impute  the  ne« 
glcd  to  hurry  of  bufmrts. 

The  prr»priety  of  lord  Wcymmith't 
condtiA  in  the  affiiir  of  Falkhnd'i  Iflanit 
makes  it  reafonable  to  fuppofe,  thal>  if 
the  reprefentatiuns  to  the  court  of  Spain, 
on  the  prefent  occafion,  have  not  beeu 
made  with  becomlag  fpirit,  it  is  not  hit 
krrdfbip's  fault. 

1  am  aiTured  that  lord  North  told  the 
boufe  of  commons,  that  the  Spanilh  mi- 
nifter  denied  aoy  knowledge  of  the  affair 
HI  the  month  of  January.  The  Morning 
Star  was  taken  the  30th  of  April,  and 
carried  direfliy  to  Porto- hello  and  Car- 
tliagcna.  Can  any  man  believe  that  a 
Spnniih  governor  dared  fo  long  nrgleCt 
informing  his  ceiut  of  the  capture  of  a 
Britiffi  veffcl  In  fo  unprecedented  a  man-^ 
ncr  ? 

Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  repre- 
lent  the  whole  affair  as’  a  complaint  of  • 
private  injtirv,  in  order  that  adminiftra- 
tion  might  ffielter  thcmrelves  under  the 
lliallow  pretence  that  I  did  mit  conttnac 
to  Harrafs  them  with  daily  appKcttiont 
for  rcdrefi  from  the  15th  of  September 
to  the  17th  of  Decemlwr :  but  this  is  by 
no  means  the  cafe ;  the  Britiffi  flag  haa 
been  iiifultcd;  Biitiffi  fcamen  have  been 
made  captives  in  the  m oft  barbariKif  aid 
difgracefol  manner ;  and  the  very  cxil- 
tenre  of  a  colony,  capable  of  being  made 
equal  to  any  in  the  Wcff-Jndics,  is  4^ 
flake. 

I  conceive  that  I  have  difeharged  my' 
duty  to  tbp  pub4c,  by  oommooicjtliiy 
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to  his  ma?^fty*8  minifterR,  as  carlf  as 
])olLI)k»  all  I  knew  of  the  matter.  If 
the  »eg<»e>ail<)n  lias  l.inguifhed  in  their 
hand»,  it  i&  to  be  hoped  the  day  will  ar- 
live  when  liiey  lhal)  be  made  anfwerablc 
tor  it,  Alex.  Blair.

Many  of  the  W’riters  of  paragraphs 
in  all  the  papers,  feein  defiroiis  of 
alarming  the  kingdom  at  the  armati  ents 
of  France  and  Spain,  concludinp  hnftily, 
that  we  cannot  efcape  a  war  :  F'or  what 
purpo'r,  lay  the  gentlemen,  can  th<fe 
preparations  be  intended  ?

annum.  The  mofl  prutoiind  fccrecy 
was  to  be  obferved,  and  the  matter  to 
be  wholly  fettled  between  'Mr  Frafer 
and  the  lawyer.  In  a  few  days  the  gen¬ 
tleman  had  brought  to  him  Mr  Frafer'a 
rcflgnation  in  form,  wijh  the  office-fcal 
affixed  to  it  j  upon  which  he  paid  down 
two  thonfaiid  guineas,  wliich  the  forger 
pocketed,  at  the  fame  time  telling  him  he 
had,  by  great  intcrclh  procured  him  fii 
months  leave  of  abfencc.  On  Friday, 
however,  the  gentleman  waited  upon 
lord  Weymouth,  in  order  to  receive  hii 
iurdfliip's  fandion  to  take  uj  on  him  his 
new  purchafe,  when  his  loidihip  fending 
for  Mr  Frafir,  the  whole  came  out  to  be 
the  grolfetl  impolition. 

Thurfday  ^one  David  Browne  Dignam 
underwent  a  long  examination  before 
Sir  John  Fielding,  relative  to  the  above, 
and  was  committed  for  re-examinntion. 

Early  on  the  morning  after  the  con¬ 
demnation  of  John  the  fainter,  he  ex- 
prefled  to  the  perfons  who  attended  him, 
an  carneft  defirc  of  layirig  before  the 
public  the  whole  circumftauces  of  his 
life,  and  particularly  'that  part  of  it 
whicli  has  been  engaged  in  ftriviirg  to 
injure  his  country  ;  hoping  that,  by  dlf- 
cevering  the  whole  of  this  unaccounta¬ 
ble  plot,  it  might  in  fonve  meafure  atone 
for  Ihcinjinies  he  had  doneTthe  hei- 
nonfuefs  and  folly’  of  which,  he  is  how 
loo  fenfiblc  of. — This  requeft  beifif^ 
made  known  to  the  carl  pf  Sardwich 
and  the  judges,*  Sir  John  Fieldmg  was 
diredlcd  to  fend  his  clerk  to  the  prihm,* 
in  order  to  take  dowm  his  confefliiui,  the 
heads  of  which  were  as  follows  T|iat 
he  left  Scotland  early,‘a.*idwqitlo  Ame¬ 
rica,  where  he  refidtd  the  mofl  part  of 
his  lime.  That  the  I'chcme  for  fetting 
fire  to  tm  {flipping  and  dock-yard*  be¬ 
longing  to  Great  Britain,  was  originally 
of  his  own  framing.  That  on  the  break¬ 
ing  out  of  the  American  difputes,  this 
feheme  came  into  his  hea<l.  That  if 
was  continually  running  in  his  mlpd,  and 
the  more  he  thought  of  it,  the  more 
pr.i^Hcahle  it  appeared.  That  he  fef 
out  for  England  in  order  to  take,  a  view 
ot  the  docks  and  fliipping,  the  bencr  tq 
iiifoim  himfiK  of  the  poflibilily  of  hi# 
fchcrr.e;  and  after  vifiting  all  the  dock¬ 
yards,  ice.  in  the  kiiigd*  m,  he  began  to 
lay  dow  n  his  plan  of  operations.— He 
•ben  proceed j*  to  etiumcratg  hi#  y^riofUl 
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routes  trough  the  different  parts  of  this 
kingdom  ;  his  voyage  to  France ;  hii 
contercncc  at  Paris;  the  communica¬ 
tions  of  his  fclicme  there  ;  his  promifes 
of  having  acommifTion  in  the  American 
fcTvice  ;  his  arrival  from  France;  his  at¬ 
tempts  to  let  fire  to  the  dock-yard  at 
Plymouth ;  his  real  name  and  connec¬ 
tions  ;  his  conferences  with  the  gentle¬ 
man  in  London,  to  whom  he  was  re- 
comiYtendcd  by  Silas  Deane;  their  con¬ 
ference  at  the  Salopian  cofiee-houlc ; 
dilcovers  the  gentleman’s  name  and 
place  of  abode ;  with  a  number  of  other 
tranfadions,  which  he  left  to  be  publifh- 
ed  after  his  execution  ;  and  which  was 
appointed  this  morning  at  the  dock- 
gates  in  Poitfmouth;  though  fomc 
tliink  that  his  execution  may  probably 
be  deferred  Ibme  time,  in  confcquencc  of 
his  confelfion. 

A  letter  from  Winchefler,  of  March  9, 
after  mentioning  the  trial  and  convidlion 
of  John  the  Painter,  fays,  “  He  has 
Hiadc  a  full  confcfiion,  w'hich,  and  the 
cvideoce  on  the  trial,  affe^  a  merchant 

in  the  city  of  the  name  of  B - .  Hc- 

rort  fays  he  is  taken  up  in  confequcnce, 
but  they  cannot  hurt*  him  unlefs  they 
find  papers  in  hit  houfe  to  accufc  him. 
Never  was  fuch  a  concourfc  of  people 
here  at  any  trial.  It  began  at  eight 
o’clock  and  laftcd  till  three.  The  pri- 
fr)ner  never  changed  countenance  all 
the  time  of  the  trial,  and  appeared  in  the 
beft  fpirits  after  convidion.  He  is  a 
moft  extraordinary  charader,  and  a 
great  enthufialt  as  well  as  incendiary. 
He  hat  been  guilty  of  varfoiif  burglaries, 
and  confeATeJ  he  fet  the  fhips,  &c.  at 
Priftol  on  fire,  and  attempted  Plymouth 
three  times,  and  bit  intention  was  to 
burn  all  our  dock- yard t.'’

yard.  On  hit  paftirg  the  houfe  of  Mr 
Gafnbier,  he  defired  to  ffwak  with  him : 
on  the  commiflioner’s  eomiog  to  him, 
he  exprefled  a  penitence  for  hit  crime, 
acknowledged  the  jufinefs  of  his  fen- 
tence,  and  advifed  him  to  be  particular¬ 
ly  cautious  who  was  admitted  iuto  the 
docks,  as  he  had  reafon  to  think  other 
attempts  would  be  made.  “  I  intended 
(added  he)  lo  have  given  a  ftah  in  Hie 
fide,  blit  it  has  only  been  a  flight  tcratch 
in  the  hand.”  He  alio  remarked,  of  all 
the  docks,  Plymouth  was  the  iiioft  ealy 
to  carry  fuch  attempts  into  execution.
